It affords His Royat Highness much satis- 
faction to observe that you are futiy impress- 
ed with the necessity of exerting the utmost 
vigitance and activity in detecting those whe 
are engaged in an illegal trafic of Slaves in 
the Islands under your Government. flis 
Majesty's Government are convinced that no 
measure can be so effectual for suppressing 
dissatisfaction and complaint, as that of 
strictly and uniformly giving effect to the 
provisions of the Legislature, and thus ree 
moving every hope that the general laws of 
the Empire can be either violated with imptte 
nity, or Felaxed in favor of any particular 
Colony. E cannot indeed avoid indulging 
the expertation, that (he period is not far dis. 
tant, at which the Colonists will be no less 
eager than the Parent:State for the abolition 
of this Trade, and will at length discover that 
itis aot more in opposition to every dictate 
of humanity and justice, than to their own 
true Interests. 

Ì have only in conclusion to express my 
approbation of the reference which you made 
to the Court of Admiralty at the Cape, for 
their decision as to the nature of the traffic 
ia which the Eliza Lugger was engaged at 


the time of her seizure. Itis on all occasions 
most desirable that circumstances of this na- 
ture should be fully investigated, in order 
that the fact of carrying on the Slave Trade, 
if proved, may be satisfactorily established, 
er that the persons charged with such an of.

One of the Native Chiefsat St. Luce, 
on the Island of Madagascar, gave ân en- 
tertainment on the 19th July last, to all 
the French ‘Fraders in that Port and its 
vicinity, and a feu de joie was fired on the 
occasion. It appears that the wadding 
of one ot the guns which stood to winde 
ward of a large Magazine attachel to 
Mir. Joseph Grec’'s Honse, set fire to the 
roof of the Magazine, which was thatched. 
Phe wind being strong, the fire made 
rapid progress, and as the building 
Eontained 40 barrels of powder, which 
heul been deposited there a few days before, 
great atirm was entertained for the conse- 
guences. _Messrs. Grec, Martin, and Vi- 
jus three of the Kroders, and also Sedine, 
a Manilla-man, aud 25 Natives of St. 
Lace, immediately rushed into the Maga- 
zine to remove the Powder, to prevent (he 
explosion, Kive minutes after they had 
got in, the Magazine blew up, and these 
uufortunate persons fell victims to this 
disastrous accident, aud with them, some 
Women and Children who happened to 
be near the place loeking at the confla- 
ration. 

The fire had communicated to the ad- 
jeining hats, (upwards of 20 in number), 
a slaughter house appertaining to Messrs. 
Moulin, Bonlbar, and Co, and Mr. Viju’s 
dwelling house, all of which were coin- 
pletely consumed, 

The Merchaadize which had been 
lodged by different Traders in Mr. Grec’s 
house was Hikewise destroyed by the fire, 
with the exception of a very few casks of 
salt beef, (these were halfeburnt), « small 
quantity of powder, and a herd‚of cattie 
that happened to be at the tine beyond 
the reach of this dreadful ex plosion.

crcascd to 160,000 men. 

It is said that Admiral Greig, the Russian 
Ambassador to Sicily, stated to Lord William 
Bentinck, at an early period of the Russian 
war, that the Fmperor, his Master, would, if 
desired, send 40,000 troops to the assistance. 
of Lord Wellington. An abatement was af. 
terwards made in this number. Lord William 
immediately transiitted the proposal to bord 
Wellington, and the gallant Marquis, ac- 
quiescing ia the proposal, expressed particu. 
larly his desire to have some Russian heavy 
infantry ; intimating, also, that himself was 
ready to take rank in that service. ‘Phe 
agent was then forwarded to England, and his 
message is said to have been equally. agrecable 
to Ministers. 'Fhe matter has since, however, 
met with interruption, and we rather suspect 
on the part of the Russians, some difficulties 
having. been started by their Ambassador 
here; so that it is doubtful whether the meae 
sure will take effect.

Cossack yesterday morning on the Royal xe

The Cossack, accompanied by Captain 
Boek, an officer in the Russian service, arrived 
at the mansion house shortly after onc. They 
were greeted with loud and repeated exclae 
mations and conducted by the City Marsnals 
to the Anti-chamber, when the Luord Mayor, 
attended by several of the Aldermen received 
them. 

The name of the Cossack is Alexander 
Wittischendst ; he is in his 54th year aud nad 
been allowed to retire from the service uearly 
15 years, with a pension, the reward of his 
courage aud good conduct. When he heard 
of the invasivu by the French, he quitted his 
retirement, and voluntarily enrciled himself 
and his two sons in defence of his Native 
independence. 

“The following is a description af the person 
of the Don Cossack, who has attracted so 
much attention ;—lfis stature is about six feet, 
his make robust and manly, carriage and 
demeanour are easy, and even graceful, his 
motions and gestures being entirely free from’ 
that augular stiffness which civilized etiquette 
has attached to thesoldier. His features and 
countenance, though rough and military, are:

Extract of a letter from General the Baron 
Tettenbourn, to Major iseutziuger, dated 
Hamburgh, April 4, 1813, 
IT hasten to announceto you the signal 
victory which our troops have gained upon 
the 2d April, over the corps of General 
Morand, who had possessed himsclf of the 
town of Tameburg. 
General Morand, with 3,500 men, had 
marched from TFostedt to Luuneburg. My 
Cossacks followed his movements; and [ 
gave information of them to General Don. 
berg, who, in conjunction with General 
Pehernichefl’s Corps, had passed the Elbe 
at kentzen. The two Generals advanced by 
forced niarches to Luneburg, and arrived 
there just as my Cossacks were engaged with 
tie enemy. Ilie gates were forced with the 
bayonet; and a sanguinary conflict ensued in 
the streets of thetown. Fhevictory was soon 
decided ia our favor. All who were not 
killed, or already made prisoners, laid down 
Ëivir arms.

Arrived at Magdehurgh, the Vicergy, on 
the 22d instant, sent General Lauriston upon 
the right bank of the Elbe, General Maison 
had marched to Mockern, and pushed for. 
ward his posts upon Bug and Zuzar. Ie 


found only some pulks of light troops, which 


he overthrew, and of which he took or killed 
“about 60 men. 

On the 12th General Cara St. Cyr, com. 
manding the 32d military division, judged it 
advisabie to repass to the left bank of the 
Klbe, and leave Hamburgh to the national 
guards. Krom the 15th to the 20th, different 
insurrections broke out in the departments of 
the mouths of the Elbe and the Ems. 

General Morand, who occupied Swedish 
Pomerania, having been informed of the eva- 
cuation of Berlin, retrcated upon Hamburgh. 
He passed the Elbe at Zalinspiker, and on 
the 17th effected a junction with Gen. Carra 
St. Cyr; 200 of the Enemy?s light troops hav- 
ing overtaken his rear guard, he caused them 
to be charged, and killed some men. Gene. 
ral Morand took post on the left bank, and 
General St. Cyr marched upon Bremen. 

On the 24th, General St. Cyr dispatched 
two moveable columns, to march against the 
Batteries of Carlsburg, and Blezen, of which 
some smugglers, assisted by the peasantry, 
and some English disembarkations, had taken 
possession. These columns routed the insur. 
gents and retook the batteries:— The Chiefs 
were tuken and shot. The English who dis. 
embarked were but about 100 we were only 
able to take 40 Prisoners from them. 

The Viceroy had collected all his army, 
100,000 strong, and 300 pieces of Cannon, 
round Magdeburgh, manaeuvering upon the 
two Banks. ‘The General of Brigade Mont. 
brun, whe, with a brigade af Cavalry, oecu- 
pied Steindal, having icarned that tire euemy 


had passed the lower Elbe in goats, near 
Werden, marched thither on th® 28th, dis 
persed the enemy’s light troops, and entered 
Werden at full gallop. The 3d Polish Lane 
cers made a successfal charge, in whien they 
killed about 50 Cossacks and took 12. The 
eneury hastened to gain the right bank of the 
Flbe; three large boats were sunk ant some 
smaller ones shivered to pieces, they were 
faden with about 60 Horses and a similar 
number of men. Suceceeded in saving 17 Can 
valiers, among whom were two Oilteers ; one 
was Aide-de-Gamp to General Doruberg, who 
commanded this Column. 

It appears that a corps of 1000 Ilorse, 
2000 Infantry, and 6 pieces of Canaan, have 
marched from the Svdi of Brunswick, to exe 
cite revolt in Hanover, and the kingdom of 
Westphatia. The King of Westphalia has 
set out in pursuit of this corps; and other 
columns dispatched by the Viceroy will falt 
upon its rear, 

Fifteen thousand of the enemy’s light traops 
on the 27th passed the Klbegsnear Dresden. in 
small boats. Gen. Durutte march-d agunst 
them. The Saxons had left this point uide. 
fend:d by collectiag round Torgau. 

The Prince of Loskwa, with his Had 
Quarters and Corps d'armée, on the 26th ar- 
rived at Wurtemburg; his advanced guard 
debouched from the mountains of Thuringia. 
The Duke of Ragusa had on the 22d of March 
his head Quarters at Mauau. His divisions 
were collecting there. 

On the 30th March, the advanced gard 
of the Corps of observation of Laly had ar- 
rived at Augsburg. All the corps crosses the 
Tyrol. 

Ou the 27th General Vandamme arrived in 
person at Bremen. Duminoneiaa aud Dafour’s 
divisions had already passrd the Wesel.

He did not knew the name 
of the street; but on his being shewn the 
house, he acknowledgeel that it was from 
thence he had toten the watch ; he sard 
‘he gave the watch to his father, who sent 
his mother to pawuit. Phe pawnbroker, 
at whese house the watch was found, 
Corroborated this statement, as he iden= 
tfied the mother to be the person who 
pledged the watch. 

The farther confessions ef the boy were 
af the mest korrid nature, as they proved 
that his parents had tutored lim to com- 
mit crimes, particularly the father, by 
whow, the boy stated, he was instructed 
to act in the following manners—Îhe 
fäther furnished hin with pelitions, state 
ing extreme cases-ot distress. He was to 
get into any house of a respeetabie ape 
peeranee that he could. Íf he met any 
person, he wasto shew the petition, and 
&sk for charity; if he did net meet with 
any one, ke was to steal whatever he could 
see worth taking, and was to make off 
with it home as East as possible, which he 
bat done in the present instance; he had 
got as far as the housekeeper’s-rvomt, and 
stole ker watch. When he stole any 
thing valuabie, and toek it home, his 
father patted him en the head, aud said 
he was a good boy; when he was Unsuce 
eessfat, and coukd not steal any thing, his 
father used to beat him. Latterly, since 
the boy had got employ, he frequently 
refused to go out tlueving, as his tather 
wished kim, and he was induced tw act 
so by the advice of his sister, who is a 
cearmon prostitute in the streets. The 
boy had one of the manufactured petitions 
on him when he was taken. 41 stated the 
most false but apparently grievous Cast. 
It represented ine boy as being afficied 
with fits; that his father and mother had 
lived respeetably; that the father had 
lately died sudden!y, and had dett his 
meter with five small children that 
were helpless, and their mother was aflscte 
ed wit tie dropsy, which rendered her 
incapable of doing any thing to gel a 
living, Several nautes were signed to il, 
with various sums subseribed against 
thea When the constable went to take 
the mother into eustody, be fousd in her 
apertmeut five other petitons, written In 
the same band as that the boy had, 
wilk different stutements of distress, worde 
ed in language calculated to excite the 
corupassion of the charitable, The father 
stated himself to bea gilder by trade; buë 
when the constable teok him into custedy 
he was in the company of thievces aud 
puppet-showmen. Ìt was sbecking. to 
hear the father, mother, and son, wien 
at the bar, charging each ether with the 
com:aission vf eranes. 'Phe boy repeuted 
the confession of the crimes he had cem- 
mittesd at the instigation of his tather, iu 
his presence, &s he had done te the consta- 
ble. ‘Fhe father denied the charges; said 
his boy wasa very bad one; that he had 
frequently run away, and he could not 
keep tim from comnntting, depredatieus, 
Plie other said, in her defence, that she 
had been driven to ker conduct through 
extreme distress, a true picture of which 
the constable saw when he took her into 
custody. She acknowledged that she had 
received the watch in question from her 
husband, and not from her son, and that 
he had desired her to take it to pledge. 

Mr. Nanes, the sitting magtstrate, saw 
that all the parties were very proper objects 
of punishment; but the ditlicuiy was, 
either that the son must be made a witness 
against his pareuts, or they against hin.

(be best principles of social government. 

Let us not deceive ourselves: Spaniards 
do not pour forth their blood only to avord

»xtricate themselves from tyranny m eVery 
form its proteus character may astone. 
Fhey permit it to flow to become free and 
independant, and to retrieve themselves 
from all authority which is inconsistent 
witk the biberty Wey seek, they admires 
they adore. An actof this kind must On- 
scure the rays of glory, by which the ac= 
tiens of Lord Wellington are iliumiucds;
